REPORTS OF (THE SELECIMEN 


In January 1997, on one of the coldest days of the year, there was a fire ut Almon 
Farrar’s. Our firefighters proved they were ready and willing. Besides the tire they had to 
contend with traffic on U.S.2 , trozen face masks, frozen breathing tanks and lines, and 
other problems caused by the weather. They held the fire, and the building, though 
damaged, was not completely destroyed. 

At Town Meeting the issue of semi-annual tax billing was debated. The vote was 
to have once a year billing. It was decided that those who wished could prepay property 
taxes after April lst. 

A Micron computer was purchased for the town office and is now installed and 
being used daily. We finished payment on our lease of the copying machine so now we 
own that machine. 

The Cemetery Trustees have worked hard and have completed phase one at the 
new cemetery [clearing and grading]. This year they plan to place a road and seed.[ See 
Cemetery Trustees Report] 

This year, the Randolph Foundation and the Selectmen working together are 
planning to make some improvements at the Ravine House Pool Site. With some new play 
2quipment and a smal! pavilion, we hope more people will use this recreation area for 
picnics and as a play area. 

While this report was being written [Jan. '98] .Randolphians tound themselves in 
the midst ofa disaster. Even though this did not happen in '97, we felt a report should be 
given. 
On January 7th, rain fell heavily and continuously, then the temperature tell. ‘The 
roads had to be sanded repeatedly all day. Wednesday evening, Sara Glines notified the 
selectmen that limbs and trees were falling on Randolph Hill Road. All night long residents 
listened to the sounds of trees cracking and coming down and ice falling like broken glass. 
Thursday, residents all over town had to cut their way out of driveways and down roads. 
Friday was no better, what had been cut and moved was filled by more debris. It was 
now clear that the Randolph Hill area was in the most trouble. 

The emergency plan was put into effect, but most of the people in town had no heat, 
no telephones, no water and no way to cook. It was a disaster and reported as such. 

The Govermor and the President declared the area a disaster and officials from 
FEMA have stepped in to help financially with grants. These inspectors have been here 
thre times already and feel the town should have to pay only 12.5% of the damages. 

At present, the selectmen, the emergency manager, Curtis Chaffee, and the 
appointed project manager, John Scarinza, are working on plans for cleanup in the spring 
which should also come under disaster aid. 

We have included in the 1998 budget items we should have for emergencies, such 
as a generator and a radio base station in the town hall. We have purchased a plow tnuck. 
trom state surplus, as a backup to the town truck, which would have been invaluable during 


the ice storm. 


The following was placed in the newspaper on January 12th 1998 and also 
included in the selectmen’s minutes of the same day. It bears repeating once more. 
"The Selectmen of Randolph would like to thank the residents who met the 
challenge of the emergency caused by the ice storm. Without thought to their 
own problems they were out opening roads, cutting trees, bringing food to 
others, taking neighbors into their homes, taking others shopping, opening 
frozen doors [both homes and cars] and in general acting as wonderful and 
caring neighbors. We wish to thank all the residents for their generosity and 
patience in the last horrendous week."

Planning Board Report 


During the first half of 1997 the board completed a draft version of Site Plan Regulations for 
the Town, and presented the proposed regulations at a public hearing that was held at the Town Hall on 
July 1, 1997. After considering input from those who attended the meeting, and additional discussion 
by members of the board, it was voted to adopt the Site Plan Regulations as proposed with no additional 
changes or modifications. These regulations authorize the Planning Board to review and approve in 
advance any proposals for starting or altering commercial, industrial, institutional or other non- 
residential or multi-unit residential developments within the Town. Copies of the regulations are 
available at the Town Hall. 


Durning the second half of 1997 the Board spent a considerable amount of time preparing several 
proposed amendments to be presented to the voters of the Town at this years Town Meeting. The first 
proposal to be presented includes several minor revisions of the exisung Land Use Ordinance 
regulating signs and outdoor lighting. The second proposal is a new amendment to the Land Use 
Ordinance regulating the placement, spacing, imstallation, location and possible abandonment of 
Telecommunications Towers within the Town. The board feels that the responsible regulation of 
Telecommunications Towers and any associated construction associated with said towers is an 
important issue the town will face in the near future. In order to better inform the voters on the issues, 
an explanation of the amendments to be voted upon as well as a sample ballot is being sent to voters for 
review prior to Town Meeting. Copies of the proposed amendments may also be reviewed at the Town 
Hall as well as Lowe’s Store. 


Also during the year the Board approved several minor subdivisions, one of which ultimately 
led to the town’s purchase of the old dump property, and a pair of minor subdivisions which helped 
create a new cemetery adjacent to the Randolph Church. The Board also approved a minor lot line 
adjustment between two abutting properties and a change of an existing use which created a new Bed 
and Breakfast in town. 


I would personally like to take this opportunity to thank all the members of the 
Planning Board who have spent untold hours the past year researching, compiling, collating, drafting 
and redrafting the Site Plan Review regulations as well as the proposed amendments to be voted upon 
at this years Town Meeting. Without their dedication, I would not be able to report to you the 
accomplishments that have occurred.

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RANDOLPH CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
1997 REPORT 


The overview of the Natural Features Inventory closed with a vital frame of reference: 


“Randolph does not exist in isolation. The philosophy guiding the 
inventory process expressed in the 1992 Town Master Plan, is that 
the people of Randolph. . .have a special responsibility for 
preserving much of the Town in a natural state. The natural — 
features of Randolph are essential to the integrity of the 

region.” 


The Inventory and the Master Plan guide our work. 


In that light, the Commission has completed a management plan for the largest town-owned 
space, the Ravine House properties. They include the recreation area, Lake Durand and its 
surrounding wildlife territory and the semi-circular site of the former hotel on the north side of 
Durand Road. This report was developed after lengthy study, and with advice of the County 
Forester, the USDA Soil Conservation Service, biologists from the NH Department of 
Environmental Services, and the Nature Conservancy. The document was reviewed with the 
Selectmen in December, and additional discussion is being planned with the Lake Durand 
Committee of the Randolph Foundation. Interested citizens may borrow a copy from any 
Commission member. The 18 recommendations concentrated on safety, maintaining healthy 
water bodies, and sustaining the natural integrity of the 51 acres. 


Plans are under way to encourage landowners that have land in current use to consider 
preparing a Forest Stewardship plan. 


Several landowners have expressed interest in preserving some of their family land through the 
use conservation easements. We have provided several technical publications to assist them. 


The Commission is dependent on able people who volunteer their time and energy to the cause 
of the nature of Randolph. Laura Brockett, a trained forester, joined the Commission this past 
summer, replacing Phil Guiser who was obliged to withdraw for business reasons. We thank Phil 
and welcome Laura. Any citizen, who cares about conserving Randolph and will make the time 
to serve, can contact any member for more information. We meet the 2" Monday of the month 
at 7PM at the Town Hall.

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Librarian’s Report 


Another busy year has passed and the list of noteworthy happening at the Randolph Public Library 
continues to grow. During the past year, the library received an interior facelift with many renovations and 
improvements thanks to many different sources. The job of interior painting took place in the spring, as 
part of the Town building maintenance. Several memorial gifts were used to purchase a carpet and 
presidential rocker for the main room, as well as several books for both the adult’s and children’s 
collections. Money raised through various “Friends” programs was used to replace the fluorescent lighting 
with reproduction schoolhouse lights (keeping in character with the building), a circulating fan, and an 
electric heater for use on cool spring and fall weekends. The Randolph Foundation has once again been 
generous in helping us fund various projects within the library, such as the binding of Appalachia 
magazines. 

Reading continues to be a popular pastime for both young and old here in Randolph, as the 
circulation figures continue to rise annually. Hundreds of new titles were added to the collection; many of 
which are circulating around town during the winter months. Children of all ages enjoyed the summer 
reading program entitled “Take Us To Your Readers” which focused on the theme of science fiction and 
astronomy. This was our longest season yet, with opening day in June and regular weekend hours running 
through the end of October. 

The purchase of a modem for the computer enabled us to connect to the New Hampshire State 
Library’s automated information system and partake in the interlibrary loan program throughout the State. 
Unfortunately, we experienced some technical difficulties as soon as we went “online”, but thanks to the 
donation of a replacement computer and some excellent volunteer technical services, we were able to get 
the system up and running again. 

The Trustees and I extend our thanks to all our wonderful volunteers and patrons for donating time 
and energy to help make the Randolph Public Library a useful and enjoyable part of our town. We 
sincerely look forward to helping serve your informational needs in the coming year.

The RLS had twenty five calls in 1997 an increase of twelve from 1996. Of 
these calls ten were trauma (accident, motor vehicle or other) and fifteen were medica! 
This is a considerable increase from last year and we on the Squad hope it 1s not a portent 
of things to come. Nine of the ten trauma calls were motor vehicle accidents and reflect 
Randolph’s situation on the major east/west byway in Northern NE, US Route 2. As for 
the medical calls most dealt with our senior neighbors. 


The task of keeping up certification is becoming more of a challenge to the 
volunteers that make up the RLS. In addition to the three day courses required every two 
years each member is required to log forty eight hours of continuing education. These 
efforts are the responsibility of the individual member. The Squad stil! numbers seven 
with Barb & Bill Arnold, Ian Turnbull, Ray Cotnoir, Ann Kitson, Doug Mayer, and Grey 
Glines making up the squad roster. We are always looking for folks interested in joining 
the RLS or helping us in any way (equipment storage at your house, etc.) People who 
wish to contribute to the welfare of their community may contact either Ann Kitson at 


466-3489 or Greg Glines at 466-2060. 


We continue to have an open and cooperative relationship with the Gorham EMS _, 
Their computer data base helped with providing some figures for this report. Talks ot 
involving RLS members with Gorham’s training sessions are on going and are another 
positive step in increasing the medical care in our town. 


The AED (Automated Electronic Defibrillator) mentioned in last year’s report is 
now in hand and the Squad will be training with it for full familiarization. This is a vita! 
piece of equipment for any First Response squad and with The Prudential’s help we 
finally have one. We have also received a donation of an additional oxygen cylinder 


which will make three for better town coverage. 

In closing the RLS would like to thank the Randolph community for their 
continued support, especially the monetary donations, and we look forward to helping 
our neighbors in the year to come.

1997 


Fire Department training has always played a big part in the health, safety 
and performance of a firefighter. Equipment or lack of it can also have a direct 
affect on safety at the scene of a fire or other emergency. By it’s very nature; 
firefighting is a high stress occupation. Firefighters are repeatedly subjected to 
rapid, unanticipated transitions from the friendly environment of family and 
friends to the hostile environment of fighting a fire. The transition is from clam 
to crisis in a matter of minutes. The year 1997 began in just such a way, with 
the first major structure fire in town for many years. The Fire Department 
responded to nineteen other fires in town as well as one out of town. All the 
past years of intensive training was put to good use. 


Over the past year the Randolph Fireman’s Association has donated fire 


equipment and services totaling just over fifty-eight hundred dollars, this 
includes a new 1500-gallon tank truck with a 500-gallon a minute pump and a 


new addition to the Fire Station. 


Once again, the Fire Department strongly recommends that smoke 
detectors be installed in all tiving areas, and their operation be checked twice a 


year and the battery changed. 


A yearly reminder: If you use a wood stove for heat, the stove pipe and 
chimney should be checked weekly and cleaned as necessary. Chimney cleaning 
brushes may be borrowed from the Fire Department. You can contact any 


member for access.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, contact your 
local Warden. or Fire Deparanent to find out ifa permit is required. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, 
the fire perm:t law and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors 
punishable by fines of up to $2,900 and/or a year in jail. Vioiators are also liable for all fire 
suppression costs. 

There are ten Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire Division of Fores:s and 
Lands, Forest Protection Bureau. State Forest Rangers are available to assist commiznites with 
forest fire suppression, prevention and training programs as well as the enforcement of forest fire 
and timber harvest laws. If you have any questions regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws, 
please call our office at 271-2217. 

There are 2400 Forest F:re Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens throughout the 
state. Each town has a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy Wardens who assist the Forest 
Rangezs with forest fire suppression, prevention, and law enforcement. The 1997 tive season was 
a. safe period for wildland firefighters with no major injuries reported. The drought concitions 
experienced during the early summer months was a significant factor resulting in the total 
number of fires reported during the season. 

Yhe State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 3 comiraci 
aircrait patrols. This early detection and reports from citizens aid in the quick response trom 
local firs departments. This is a critical factor in controlling the size of wildland fires and 
keeping the loss of property and suppression costs as low as possible.

On behalf of the Board of Directors and staff of Weeks Home Health Services, we want to 
report to the residents of Randolph that 1997 has been filled with excitement and activities...and 
to thank you for your continued support and caring. Without your investment in the Mission of 
the agency, we could not have served the health care needs of some many North Country 


residents. To briefly recap the year --- 


To the Town of Randolph, Weeks Home Health Services provided 215 home visits/units of 
service: 85 visits by registered nurses; 7 physical therapy; 72 C.N.A. visits; and 51 Homemaker- 


Companion units. 


The Board of Directors selected Bob Fink, MSW of Lancaster to become the agency . 
Executive Director. Bob has a Masters in Social Work with over 30 years of professional 
experience, including 5 years of home health administration. 


Two major services have been added to the agency. Medical Social Services (MSS) assists 
the nurses and therapists with the psychosocial and resource planning needs of patients. The 
agency has also instituted a Companion Program whereby families who require non-skilled care 
(e.g. meal preparation, light housekeeping) can receive services; during its brief tenure, the 
program has already provided over 400 hours of Companion services. 


The Board also approved the agency’s seeking of Medicare Hospice certification. Hospice 
certification will go towards supporting and strengthening our current hospice initiatives and 
provide an additional benefit to Medicare patients to which they are entitled. The goal is to be 
certified by the end of this year. 


On October 31“, the agency moved to its new location at 278 Main Street. With the 
professional assistance of the hospital’s Environmental Services, John McKillop’s crew turned 
the former Kingdom Hall of Jehovah’s Witnesses into a modern and efficient space for the 
delivery of home health services into the 21* century. 


Weeks Home Health Service has a dynamic staff of 40 professional and paraprofessionals. 
There are 8 registered nurses; 1 medical social worker; 11 certified home health aides; 4 
homemakers; and 11 companions. The office is well managed by Kristen Wilkinson, who also 
serves as an EMT volunteer. It’s a great team! 


In total, the staff provided 6163 skilled nursing visits; 781 therapy visits; 10520 home health 
aide visits; 2881 homemaker hours; and over 400 companion hours. 


Special thanks must be given to the Board of Directors who give generously of their time and 
talents. With their oversight and leadership, the agency will continue to move forward in this 
changing era of health care. Again...thank you for your support and confidence.

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North Country Council Report 


This has been another busy year at the Council. As we began our second year of 
operations from the Cottage at the Rocks, we reaffirmed the Council’s commitment to 
serve community and regional needs. 


The transportation committee had a busy agenda dealing with numerous local and 
regional projects. Highlights include: participation in a three-state discussion focused on 
Route 2, planning and funding several major bridge projects, planning and coordinating 
trail systems as well as addressing regional rail issues. The Portland Natural Gas Pipeline 
occupied a lot of time as we worked with the Attorney Generals Office and the 
communities along the proposed night of way dealing with location and mitigation issues. 
Work continued on the Route 16 Corridor Protection Project. Our two working groups 
from the 14 towns along the highway started to look at some of the potential actions that 
can be taken along the corndor and will be working towards guidelines and 
recommendations over the coming year. Major products of the Route 16 effort this past 
year were a tourism-scenic evaluation element and a design guidebook, both of which 
will be very useful to local planning boards. Transportation funding activities were a 
prionty with the Council’s Transportation Committee and By Way Council. During the 
year both committees solicited projects to be funded by the Transportation Enhancement 
Program and the Scenic By Way Program. Recommendations for funded projects were 
made to the state and federal agencies, results of those efforts will be known this spring. 


The year saw the approval of our fifth EDA public works grant since 1991. The latest 
grant approved was to the Town of Colebrook. The Coiebrook Grant brings N.C.C.’s 
twenty five-year record of EDA funding in the North Country to $33 million. Work 
continues on the Haverhill and Lancaster E.D.A. projects and is complete in North 
Conway and Littleton. The Council’s new Economic Development Committee was 
formed and began meeting. Planning for the new North Country Regional Overall 
Economic Development Program began. New projects for E.D.A. funding are now being 


solicited for inclusion in the O.E.D.P. 


The N.C.C. Business Resource Center opened and has been in use by area entrepreneurs 
for the last six months. 


The Council continued its work representing the interests of the communities on the 
Connecticut River, and the region as a whole in the in the Fifteen Mile Falls Hydro Re- 
Licensing project. The Council was a key player in the negotiations and was able to 
represent community interest in the operating agreement, insuring that the present 
access/use continue and that reservoir levels and flow regime remain intact. This means 
that recreation activities and local tax revenue potential will be equivalent to present 
conditions. We will continue to stay on top of this critical issue during the coming years. 


This last year, the North Country Council Scenic and Cultural By Way Council adopted a 
Plan for the Regional By Way and developed a marketing publication which will be 
printed during the spring of 1998. In addition, the Council submitted a proposal to the 
Federal Highway Administration to have National Scenic By Way designation on the 
Kancamagus Highway expanded to include portions of Routes 302, 3 and 193 creating a 
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continuous loop through the White Mountains. Work also continued on the Connecticut 
River Scenic By Way in cooperation with Vermont and Massachusetts. 


The Community Design Program at the Council provided design assistance to Jackson, 
Haverhill, Whitefield, Bethlehem, Colebrook, Lancaster and Littleton. G.1.S. mapping 
continued for the entire North Country and individual projects were done for Lisbon, 
Littleton and Colebrook. The Council also hosted the Northeast Your Town Training 
Program. This unique program brought 30 local civic leaders and new planning 
professionals together with a national level community design faculty for a three day 
intensive community design program. Support of public involvement in community 
decision making was provided to several towns through survey projects and local forums 


around the region. 


Solid waste planning services continued at the Council with every town in the region 
getting support from the Council’s Solid Waste Staff. On a regional level, the Household 
Hazardous Waste Program is entering its eleventh year. A regional glass - crushing 
program began, with the Town of Lancaster in the lead. Support was provided to the 
region’s schools on recycling everything from paper to plastic and glass. 


Local technical assistance has always been a mainstay of Council activity, this last year 
was no different. The Council’s grant - writing, planning and engineering staff worked 
with many of the regions 279 boards and councils on so many locally significant projects 
that they would be too numerous to mention. Libraries, industrial parks, ordinances, 
plans, site plan review, water and sewer feasibility, drainage projects, transfer stations 
master plans, land development capability assessment, water access, road improvement 
and handicapped access were just a few of the results. 


As the year came to a close, the Council forged a relationship with a sister region in the 
Czech Republic. As a result of this effort, we hope to have local officials, non -profits 
and businesses from the North Country working with peers in Europe developing 
mutually beneficial projects and establishing a connection for the North Country into the 
European Union. In November, a regional official from the Slovak Republic came to the 
office for a day and a similar dialogue is starting. 


The end of the year also witnessed the kick off of a telecommunications initiative at the 
Council with support from Bell Atlantic, C.D.F.A. and other partners. This important 
activity is the resuit of 4 years of study and some intensive work during the last six 


months. 


The Council is here to serve you. It is your organization. Our staff and Board are 
committed to responding to community need. If there 1s a project or a need in your town, 
please call us. We are dedicated to both supporting our individual towns and promoting 
regional unity in the North Country. As a region, the North Country contains one third of

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOL 


Once again during the past year, students from Gorham have gained state and national recognition 
for their knowledge of our constitutional government and our economic system. Mike Brosnan’s 
students repeated their outstanding performances of the past in the “We, the people ....” 
competition. Using the resources of the INTERNET, our students successfully competed against 
much larger schools in national competition sponsored by the Federal Reserve System. The 
citizens of Gorham, Randolph, and Shelburne, should be proud of the quality of education 
provided in our schools and the achievement of the young adults passing though our schools. 


By the opening of school in September of 1997, our handicapped accessibility projects in the 
Edward Fenn Elementary School and Gorham Middle/High School were complete. Your 
financial and moral support for this work is a credit to our caring communities. Work continues 
on the Gorham Family Resource Center where services to families and children in our 
communities will be centered under one roof. The FRC Advisory Board is working hard to plan 
and coordinate services so that all energies will be directed toward healthy children in healthy 
families in healthy communities. 


This year the District has been the beneficiary of two major grants which are helping to improve 
our schools. The first grant was for $50,000. to develop educational improvement plans in all of 
the school districts of School Administrative Unit #20 and to train teachers in the development of 
curriculum consistent with the recently adopted New Hampshire Curriculum Frameworks. The 
Second grant was for $50,000. to create a local area computer network between the Edward 
Fenn Elementary School, Gorham Middle/High School, the Family Resource Center, and the 
Gorham Town Library and to train teachers and other personnel in its use. Our long-range goal is 
to establish a network which will allow the schools and the community to share resources 
including those of the town and school libraries. 


The most significant New Hampshire news event this year has been the so-called “Claremont 
Decision” about the state’s responsibility for providing an adequate and equitable education to all 
children. At this time there is no legislative program which provides all of the answers to the 
many questions that this decision has raised. Whether the funding of education after “Claremont” 
will be better or worse for our communities is anyone’s guess! However, one thing is very clear: 
public schools and all governmental services need to rethink how we deliver our services. As a 
part of this “rethinking,” David Dernbach, Ben Eisenberg, and Jean Malick have been 
participating in a study of the feasibility of forming a cooperative school district which will be 
more cost-effective to operate. The decisions required for the formation of a cooperative school 
district will be made over the next year. There will be sacrifices to be made and compromises to 
be negotiated before you decide whether this is the direction toward which your schools should 
move. 


The most important resource in our schools is the teaching staff. With this in mind, the Gorham 

School Board has worked hard to provide a compensation and benefit program that is fair both to 
the teacher and to the community. The result of that hard work is a three-year: agreement that will 
gradually raise the compensation of beginning teachers while limiting the budgetary impact to the 
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community. This year, two senior staff will retire. Malcolm Stewart has taught science to 
Gorham’s students for more than twenty-five years. His warmth, enthusiasm, and experience will 
be missed by everyone. Reny Demers retires after ten years as principal of the Edward Fenn 
Elementary School. Reny’s dedication to the welfare of the children, hard work, and initiative in 
finding the “best for the children” will be hard to replace. We wish both of these fine educators a 
happy and healthy retirement. 


Of particular impact on the Randolph community is the recent resignation of Rebecca Parker from 
the Randolph School Board. Becky has served the children and community of Randolph for more 
than twenty years. Becky’s knowledge of community issues, experience in school policy matters, 
and enthusiasm for the unique qualities of “her hometown” will not be replaced. I will miss her 
help and I know that the Randolph School District will miss her dedication and hard work.

Annual Report 


The Randolph School Board meets on the second Wednesday of every month 
with the Superintendent of Schools and the Business Manager to discuss and act 
upon educational issues related to the Randolph School District. During the 
1997-98 school year, the board focused on specifications for the purchase of a new 
school bus, safety concerns of our students on the bus, and road conditions relative 
to the safe operation of the bus. 


For the past two years the board has been working on a policy review which 
was to be compiled into a manual. It was decided to table this effort. This decision 
was made because the board was informed that the NH School Board Association is 
developing a general policy manual on computer disc. This manual on disc will be 
used as a basis by the board to create our final policy manual. We have continued to 
add on our "tickler file" which enables us to anticipate issues and deadlines on a 
yearly basis. 


We have also initiated joint meetings between the Gorham , Randolph, and 
Shelburne boards. The purpose of these joint meeting is to enhance communication 
and collaboration. These meetings will resolve any problems or issues that may 
occur on a.proactive basis. 


We would like to thank our primary school bus drivers Alan Lowe and Judy 
Kenison for the safe transportation of our students. We would also like to thank 
our central office administrators Dan Whitaker, Paul Partnope, Bonnie Agrondia, 
and the adminstrators/teachers of the Gorham elementary, middle and high schools 
for their continuing commitment to the education of our Randolph children. And a 
special thanks to our student representative, Patrick Gilligan for his input on the 
board. 


As usual, this has been a productive year for the Randolph School Board, and 
we look forward to continuing our efforts in the future.

The New Hampshire Educational Improvement and Assessment 
Program is making quite an impact in schools throughout New 
Hampshire. Our teachers and administrators have been 
deliberating and learning a process to effectively analyze 
assessment results and make needed curriculum changes. 

From all indications the Gorham school system is doing a 
credible job in responding to the challenge. This task could 
not have been accomplished without the support of our local 
school board who approved early release days for this 
purpose. 


Our Social Studies curriculum has been revised with the 
adoption of a new series. A committee of teachers reviewed 
the material that had been used for the last ten years and 
recommended the Houghton Mifflin series as the publication 
that best met our curriculum needs. Similarly, each 
discipline will be periodically studied for its 
effectiveness; science will be the next program to be 
evaluated during the 97-98 school year. 


The changes mentioned above are essential if we are to 
maintain viable schools that will prepare our students for 
their future. I encourage each and every citizen to 
continue to support our educational system so that our 
responsibilities to our students will be clearly met.

1996-1997 Principal's Report 


"Tt is one of the most beautiful compensations of this life that no one 
can sincerely try to help another without helping himself." (Emerson) 


Adolescence can be a time when the focus of a student's life is directed inward. "Me first. This is 
my world and I choose to do what I want, when I want, and how I want." Self-centered. Self- 


serving. 


An important part of the mission of Gorham Middle/High School is actively and positively to 
combat this egotistical attitude by directing the attention of our students in altruistic fashion 
outwards into the community, to do as Emerson suggests in the above quotation: to serve others. 
Young people must be taught and must be made to internalize that community service--the giving 
back, without thought of compensation, to those who have been supportive in the development of 
the child --should become a life-long commitment. It is for this reason that GM/HS has been and 
is continuing to emphasize that students need to experience the world outside of the brick walls of 
our building and outside of the required regimentation of our mandated curnculum. 


This emphasis on serving others outside of the confines of the school building takes students 
beyond what I call the "visible curriculum"--Carnegie units, requirements for graduation, and 
such--into the "invisible curriculum" where we teach students core values which, if subscribed to, 
will sustain a person for a lifetime. 


In the 1997-1998 Student-Parent Handbook | state in the Principal's Message: "We [the staffs of 
the middle/high school] are also providing your son or daughter with ‘irrefutable’ ethical 
principles:" 


> Responsibility for carrying out obligations and duties and being accountable for one's 
actions; 

> Deliberateness to stick to a task with ngor; 

> Initiative; 

> Perseverance in pursuit of worthy goals in the face of adversity; 

> Optimism; 

> Courage to follow one's convictions; 

> Respect for authority, other people, self, property, and country; 

> Compassion for others’ hurts and by practicing the Golden Rule; 

> Adaptability; 

> Honesty; 

> Trustworthiness; and 

> Loyalty. 


Certainly the above principles are applicable to both the "visible" and "invisible" curricula. And 
nowhere are they more important than when bridging the gap between school and community 
through service. 
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Every year all middle school students participate in Community Service Day. This day-long 
exercise is an integral part of the middle school curriculum. It teaches our students about place: 
their town, their immediate environment, their neighbors. Students learn about the work-a-day 
world; about cooperation and teamwork; about safety; about responsibility; about planning; and 
finally about evaluating what they have learned. The emphasis for Community Service Day is 
finding meaningful projects which provide opportunities for teaching and learning. 


The high school affords many opportunities for students to get out into the community. I will 
mention only three from a list of ninety which I have before me: 


: The Coordinator of the Berlin-Gorham School-To-Career Partnership has facilitated a 
number of student activities. For example, two seniors, as part of their Senior 
Demonstration, are job-shadowing at AVH since both have an interest in pursuing a career 
in medicine. 


> Senior Demonstration has prompted a number of students to select projects which directly 
relate to the community. For instance, one senior is working with a class of elementary 
students at the Ed Fenn for the remainder of the school year. She observes, acts as a tutor, 
and will ultimately teach an instructional unit. 


> If a grant is approved, Gorham students will be the first in the state to be a part of the 
Moose Valley Wellness Team's Intergenerational Project or "Youth Companion Program," 


linking teenagers with the elders of our community. 


At GM/HS, then, our focus is outward, always keeping in mind that "We make a living by what 
we get: we make a life by what we give." (Author Unknown)
